y Jackson; Democrats with a majority 
n the senate and in the house; Howell 
Jobb speaker and Breckenridge vice 
resident.

These were the good old Democratic 
ays, and Sickles had a shining part in 
he glory. He saw what came of that 
.omination—ruin to the national credit, 
candals in the executive departments, 
lie slowly gathering forces of secession 
uu administration trembling to chaos— 
war! He could have traced this to a 
oving ex-president, and shown how 
hat war was step by step the conse- 
quence of Democratic misconception of 
he duties of government, the deifica- 
-ion of property in man as against the 
iod given heritage of freedom, the con- 
solidation of an administrative system 
)ased upon the arrogance of truculent 
political power, whose triumph meant 
traffic in the bodies and souls of men. 


General Sickles might also have read 


to Mr. Cleveland as an expression of 
Democratic sentiment the famous mes- 
sage of Fernando Wood, one of Mr. 
Cleveland's predecessors in the leader-

men looted and burned to the ground. 


As a Onion commander Sickles had 


authority over North and South Caro- 
lina. He could explain to the ox-presi- 
dent who has espoused the Confederate 
ooctrines how the south accepted the 
policy of malice toward none, charity 
for all, which Lincoln tendered.

Interesting to Bead Before You Go to the 


Polls. 


A characteristic Democratic falsehood 


was invented by the last New York 
state Democratic convention in describ- 
ing the McKinley bill as a "worse than 
war tariff." 


The highest war tariff rate-was 47 per 


cent. Between 1864 and 1832, the rate 
fluctuated from 32 up to 4? and then 
iown to 37 per cent.

new tariff had come into complete effect 
was 25—a reduction of 5 per cent, since 
1889, the last year of the old tariff.

The fiscal year ending June 80, 1892, 


was the first complete year in which the 
McKinley bill had been in full effect. 


Democratic _,,In tbatjeur there was imported foreign 


merchandise to the valneof $824,211,SSO, 
and the duty collected thereon amounted 
to $170,320,854, or an average ad valorem 
percentage of 20.65 per cent. 


This is lower than the lowest rale un- 


der the moderate revenue period known 
as the "Walker tariff period," and lower 
than at any time since 1861. 


In other words, foreign trade under 


the McKinley bill is much freer than it 
has been at any time during the last 
thirty years.

Shoes and Tin. 


It is not generally known that shoes 


and tin are protected just alike in this 
country. 


Raw tin ore and raw hides come in 


free. 
Yes, even block tin comes in free, 


but there is a tariff on manufactured 
leather and manufactured tin. 


Why do we put a tariff on manufac- 


tured tin? Because we wish to make it 
ourselves, just aa we make hats, caps, 
shoes and clothing. 
We don't want to 


let Wales make $35,000,000 worth of tin 
nor Germany $30,000,000 worth of shoes 
for us, and leave 5,000,000 Americans to 
stand idle or work for a few cents a day. 


It is just as sensible for any one to op- 


pose the making of shoes or hats or 
clothing in America as to oppose the 
making of tin.

It 
took fifteen years for us to learn to make 
pottery. It will' take us a good while to 
learn to make beet sugar and linen and 
tin, but we will do it if the tariff stands 
as it is and keeps $125,000,000 from going 
out of this country every year to pay 
laborers on the other side.

WHAT DEMOCRATIC BEVENTJE TAUIFF 


BROUGHT ABOUT. 


New York Tribune, January, 1855. 


" On Saturday we spent an hour 


there (Orange and Chatham Streets, 
where charity gave dinners to the poor) 
at the hours of high tide. 
We have 


never seen anything like it 
before. 


Upward of a thousand people were fed 
with a plate of soup, a piece of bread 
and a piece of meat on the premises, 
and in all more than 1,600.
